The 61st Annual Meeting of the 
Holstein - Friesian Association of 
Canada, held in the Royal York 
Hotel at Toronto on February 2, was 
haracterized by a well justified 
pride in the accomplishments of the 
past and a spirit of optimism and 
onfidence in the future. This was 
their fifth annual meeting since Can- 
ja entered the War, and the re- 
ports of the officers prove how well 
Canada’s Holstein breeders are meet- 
ng the challenge of war-time condi- 
nons.

Amendments 

Several amendments to the Con- 
stitution and By-Laws were offered 
by the Secretary on behalf of the 
Executive. All were passed unani- 
mously after being explained by the 
Secretary. The first of these provided 
that a breeder rejected for member- 
ship in the Association shall auto- 
matically be denied the privileges of 
the Association, except that the 
Board or the Executive may in its 
discretion give such a breeder the 
privilege of selling and transferring 
any Holsteins at that time recorded 
in his name. A second amendment 
gives the presiding officer at the An- 
nual Meeting of the Association or of 
any election district the privilege and 
duty of casting the deciding vote in 
the case of a tie, this deciding bal- 
lot being in addition to his regular 
ballot if he is a member from the 
district concerned. The third amend- 
ment changed the secretary's title to 
Secretary-Manager; and the fourth 
permits that names of two animals 
of the same sex may be duplicated 
if not born within 20 years of each 
other. 

J. M. Fraser reported for the 
Resolutions Committee, presenting a 
number of resolutions, most of which 
had been recommended by the Dairy 
Farmers of Canada and related to 
strictly dairy matters. All were 
passed without argument or com- 
ment A number of visitors from 
“South of the Border’’ were intro- 
duced, these including the official 
delegation from the American Asso- 
ciaition, Secretary Norton and Direc- 
tors MecLaury and Shaw, as well as 
several unofficial guests, Martin 
Buth and Omar Stelle of Michigan, 
W. L. Baird of Wisconsin and Bill 
Prescott of New York. 

Speaking Program 

After lunch a crowd estimated at 
upwards of 1,000 filled the large 
convention hall and listened with in- 
the Presidential address, 
reproduce in full 
He then called on Secretary 
Clemons to introduce the next 
speaker, who was L. A. H. Peters, 
Agricultural Attache in the Nether- 
lands Embassy at Washington, who 
stated that according to the best of 
his information, only about 18% of 
the milking Holland had 
been slaughtered but that decline in 
milk production had been greater 
than the loss of dairy cows. Unless

ing driven from the country, he does 
not look for any very great demand 
for the purchase of cows in Holland 
after the war. He also stated that 
UNRRA recognizes the importance 
of milk in the recovery of occupied 
nations and announced that Secre- 
tary Clemons and one director of the 
Canadian Association would be asked 
to serve on a committee to select 
Canadian Holsteins for export. 
These, he said, should be animals 
that will at least equal Holland’s pre- 
war average of about 8,000 lbs. of 
3.3% milk. 

Another interesting address was 
by Dr. W. R. Graham, Jr., of Cero- 
phyl Laboratory, Inc., Kansas City, 
Mo., on recent advances in dairy re-

search. He discussed the importance 
of growing, cutting and dehydrating 
pastures; the part bacteria plays in 
the dairyman’s business; the need of 
Vitamin A in breeding efficiency, and 
the influence of hormones on the de- 
velopment of the udder and on milk 
production. 

Following their pleasant custom, 
a representative of the American As- 
sociation was invited to make the 
presentations of Superior Production 
Certificates and as the freshman 
member of the U. S. delegation, Har- 
old Shaw was accorded this honor.

During the past year we have wit- 
nessed peak production of all types 
of manufactured eccds for war pur-

reased demands for whole milk and 
itter for home consumption, and 
cheese and all types of powdered and 
mdensed milk for Britain are not 
heing met satisfactorily.

Thirty-three calves donated 
in Western Ontario sold for an av- 
erage of $193.79 with a top of 
$450.00, while 14 calves from East- 
ern Ontario and Quebec sold for an 
average of $264.64, and a top price

of $530.00. The first annual Classic 
Sale, managed by John McCulloch 
of the C.P.R. Farm, Calgary, was 
held at Winnepeg, Man., and brought 
out many fine animals that realized 
en average of $280.58, with a top 
price of $1,925.00. The A. B. Bru- 
bacher Fall Special was also a good 
sale with high quality animals 
throughout, making an average of 
$300.00 on 74 head. The greatest 
Canadian sale of 1943 was the All- 
Canadian, held at Oakville, Ont., on 
November 11. Sixty-nine head of 
carefully selected animals brought 
an average of $1,037.83, with a top 
of $5,100.00. We particularly wish 
to compliment Messrs. Franklin and 
Colson on the outstanding success of 
this sale. Several Canadian-bred an- 
imals changed hands in the United 
States at attractive prices. At the 
Dunloggin Sale a _ half-interest in 
the celebrated Montvic Lochinvar, 
changed hands at $13,000.00. At the 
Blue Ribbon Sale, a 4-months-old 
son of the All-Canadian 3-year-old 
bull, Montvic Rag Apple Marksman, 


‘prought $3,500.00. Substantial prices 


were secured for some Canadian cat- 
tle by private sale as well. Of spe- 
cial interest also was the purchase 
by Glenafton Farms of a 10-months- 
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old line bred Rag Apple heifer at $2,- 
100.00, top price for females at the 
Harlville Invitational Sale. 

The year 1943 has seen some re- 
markable achievements by Canadian 
cows and heifers in R.O.P. work. 
In all, 6,593 animals qualified and 6 
new championship records were es- 
tablished. Details of these records 
will be given when we present cer- 
tificates to the owners of the animals 
today. Twenty-six Certificates of 
Superior Production were awarded 
during the year and 69 cows quali- 
fied for Certificates of Longtime 
Production. Twenty-seven records 
above. 800-.lbs. fat were completed 
during the year, several under full 
age and 11 of the number in the 
twice-a-day milking division. 


Many splendid Holstein shows and 
Black and White days were held in 
Canada this year, in spite of the lack 
of labor, and in some cases lack of 
feed to fit the animals. The success 
cf the Black and White shows from 
the standpoint of quality of cattle, 
increasing number of breeders ex- 
hibiting and the interest displayed 
by spectators, emphasizes once again 
the soundness of the policy of this 
type of show. The regional Cham- 
pionship Shows now provide excellent 
competition and a real training 
ground for many showmen with lit- 
tle or no experience. At the 4 re- 
gional Championship Shows in On- 
tario, 182 breeders exhibited 576 
animals comprising entries from 32 
counties where Black and White 
Shows were held. Holstein entries 
led all breeds at the Quebec Exhibi- 
tion in 1943 with 162 animals ex- 
hibited in the ring. The New 
Brunswick Provincial Black and 
White day brought out 180 entries. 
Somewhat smaller numbers of en- 
tries prevailed in other shows 
throughout the remaining Provinces 
but quality was high. We have def- 
inite proof of this in our All-Can- 
adian nominations where each and 
every show was represented. 


The All-Canadian selections spon- 
sored by the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation and the Holstein-Friesian 
Journal have been particularly sat- 
isfactory this year. Forty-six ex- 
hibitors shared in the awards, 24 
having All-Canadian or a Reserve 
All-Canadian, and 22 having animals 
with Honorable Mention. The en- 
tire show program has an education- 
al value that cannot be estimated. It 
is particularly gratifying that so 
many of our All-Canadian winners 
were also of high record ancestry

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A New Champion Crowned

With a production of 931.1 Ibs. 
fat, 25,920.6 lbs. milk, 3.6% in 305 
days, 3X, Milkmaid Ollie Lassie 
1910496 becomes the new champion 
of the Holstein breed for the ten 
months division on 3-time milking. 
Her full 365-day record finished at 
mid-December was 1,066.2 lbs. fat, 
29,311.1 Ibs. milk, 3.6%. This 
gives her 12th place in the aged cow 
class, yearly division, but none of 
the cows rating above her in this 
division also qualified a ten months 
record in the same lactation. 
‘‘Lassie’’ made her record in 5-year- 
old form. The previous champion in 
the 3X division, ten months, over all 
ages, was the California junior 4- 
year-old, Mendocino Abbekerk Reka, 
with 925.6 lbs. fat, 24,892.6 Ibs. 
milk, 3.7%, and a yearly record in 
the same lactation of 1,019.2 lbs. fat, 
27,119.7 lbs. milk, 3.8%, both of 
which still stand as championship 
performances for her age class. 


The former champion in the full 
aged class, ten months division, 3X, 
was Colantha Rose Mooie, famed 
Lauxmont matron, with a record of 
893.2 Ibs. fat, 21,983.8 lbs. milk, 
4.1%. Interestingly, it was a son 
of Colantha Rose Mooie who sired 
Milkmaid Ollie Lassie. “*Lassie”’ 
was bred by Adolph P. Lehner, 
Oconto Falls, Wis. Her sire is Com- 
bination King Ollie, son of Colantha 
Rose Mooie (twice over 1,000 Ibs. 
and former champion for 10 months) 
and strong in the Della family. On 
the dam’s side, she represents sev- 
eral generations of Lehner breeding. 
Her dam made a DHIA record of 
653.7 lbs. fat, 18,638 lbs. milk, and 
the two dams back of her have 
453.2 lbs. in 305 days at 3% years, 
and 589.8 lbs. in 330 days, the later 
being a grand champion show cow. 
Howard Lehner consigned ‘Lassie’ 
to Art Petersen's Show Window Sale 
in 1941, where Elis Knutson, of 
Pabst-Knutson, saw possibilities in 
her and purchased her at a price of 
$400, which was well above the 
average of the sale. She was then 
just recently fresh with third calf 
and milking over 80 lbs. a day. In 
the Lehner herd, she had previously 
made two excellent DHIA records. 
These were 12,328 lbs. milk, 3.7%, 
453.1 lbs. fat in 10 months at 2 
years, 5 months; 14,109 lbs. milk, 
3.6%, 507 lbs. fat in 290 days at 3 
years, 6 months, all on 2X milking. 
Then at Pabst-Knutson, she went on 
to make the fine production of 23,- 
359 lbs. milk, 3.7%, 861 lbs. fat in 
319 days. Eight months of this rec- 
ord she was milked three times a 
day and the balance twice. 


**Lassie’’ was 5 years, 9 months of 
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age when she freshened in Decem- 
ber 1942 for ther fourth lactation. 
She was put on AR test in Class 3X, 
and has really gone to town under 
care of the Knutsons, with the 
championship performance listed at 
the start of this article. She milked 
up to 109.8 lbs. her high day and 
finished strong, as the production of 
135 lbs. fat and 3,390 Ibs. milk in 
the last 60 days of her record 
demonstrate. During her test, she 
averaged to eat 30 Ibs. of corn 
silage and 21 lbs. of grain daily, 
along with 10 lbs. (dry weight) of 
molasses-beet pulp. She also had all 
the hay she would eat (and it was a 
lot), first and second cutting al- 
falfa. During the summer she had

Michigan State Meeting 


The annual meeting of the Michi- 
gan Holstein-Friesian Association 
was held February 1 in the Peoples’ 
Church at East Lansing. Following 
a luncheon attended by over 500 
representatives of the various dairy 
breed associations of the state, Pres- 
ident Fred W. Tullis called the Hol- 
stein meeting to order with 165 
members and guests present, and 
gave a short informal talk on the 
needs and purposes of the State As- 
sociation. 

Secretary Martin Buth, Jr., gave 
his report which showed an excep- 
tionally active and profitable year, 
the most striking events of the year 
being the two successful State Sales 
and the series of county Black and 
White Shows, culminating in the 
State Show at East Lansing in Sep- 
tember. His report as_ treasurer 
showed a bank balance of $3,143.55 
besides $500 in War Bonds, a net 
gain for the year of $2,404.91. He 
recommended that $1,500 more be 
invested in War Bonds and this was 
later adopted. 4 

In the election of Directors, Henry 
Bourassa and John A. Rinke were 
named to succeed themselves and 
Glen L. Bancroft to succeed Clayton 
Redman who was not a candidate for 
re-election. The six directors whose 
terms did not expire this year are 
President Tullis, Robin Carr, Sarah 
Van Hoosen Jones, M. D. Buth, Com- 
missioner Charles Figy and George 
Foster. 

The speaking program included an 
address by Dr. Clark of Michigan 
State College, who discussed calf- 
hood vaccination which he stated is 
an important aid in Bang’s disease 
control but warned against careless- 
ness in vaccination work. He made 
the point that we do not yet know 


how long the immunity will last af. 
ter vaccination and that there js as 
yet no known method of measuring 
immunity. In the general discussion 
following Dr. Clark’s talk, it was ap- 
parent that many Michigan breeders 
are not satisfied with the Michigan 
program for vaccination in certified 
herds and herds working toward cer- 
tification. Omar Stelle of Rex Farms 
moved that a committee be appointed 
to make a study of the question and 
to recommend changes in program to 
the state department and the state 
legislature. 

Clarence B. Smith announced that 
the date of the State Sale has been 
changed to April 6 and also referred 
to the Royal Brentwood Sale at Col- 
umbus, Ohio on June 5 announcing 
that he had been asked by Paul Mis- 
ner to assist him in making the selec- 
tions. 

Commissioner Charles Figy, who 
was a director of the state associa- 
tion even before he became Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, spoke briefly 
but interestingly and to the point a8 
always. Others called upon for re 
marks included James G. Hays, Bill 
Prescott of the World, Nationa! 
Fieldman E. M. Clark and M. 8B. 
Nichols from the Brattleboro office, 
who showed several reels of Holstein 
movies to close the program.

However, we are 
siderably better off now than we were a few months 
vo and with the continued patience and indulgence of 
1 members throughout the country, we hope and ex- 
pect to surmount these obstacles and yet are willing to 
rackle the job laid out for us to do. 

I believe the Advanced Registry Committee, whose 
report was approved and adopted by the Board almost 
without change, is fully aware of the huge task involved 
n making these proposed changes in the system, and 
pparently the Board had faith in the committee and 
their judgment that the changes could be made. Now 
bout the desirability of the change in the program and 
the real object in view. On this point I am much more 
ertain. There can be only one reason for a change in- 
volving so much time, effort and expense and that is to 
give better service to our membership and the breeders 
f Holstein-Friesian cattle. Under the proposed merger 
fthe Blue and Red Books into a single publication, all 
available official information will be brought together so 
that when a breeder, student, or pedigree writer looks 
ip the daughters of a sire he will find the complete data 
lin order under the sire’s name. Some bulls have both 
A.R. and H. T. daughters and perhaps untested daugh- 
ters that have been officially classified for type. They 
vill all appear in the list with their records and classi- 
fication ratings. 

In the Blue Book, we report all records of production 
nade under A. R. Rules for tests of 150 or more days 
duration, regardless of Advanced Registry requirements. 
These are published in the sire list showing age of cow at 
‘reshening, length of test, frequency of milking, with 
‘he actual production figures for milk and fat produced 
‘ad the average percent butterfat; and if the cow has 
more than one A. R. record each record is listed in the 
same way. The Red Book includes the records made 
inder Herd Test rules published in exactly the same 
‘orm and with actual production figures unadjusted just 
as A. R. records appear in the Blue Book.

between the tests if they wish to keep them separate and 
apart from each other in their appraisal. In the past, 
both the Blue and Red Books have listed the classifica- 
tion of cows with records. The proposed consolidated 
volume will continue this plan and will list classified 
daughters without records as well. In other words, this 
book will include all official information; it should be 
the answer to the prayer of the breeder who wishes to 
study all available information with the least expenditure 
of time and effort. 

You say that the Herd Test was established as a 
means of mass testing and that is true. As such it has 
been successful to a certain degree but still falls far short 
of what we had hoped for in the beginning. We now have 
something over 16,000 cows in the Herd Test, which is 
four times the highest number of long-time Advanced 
Registry records completed in any single year; yet it is 
only 20% of our total registered females of milking age 
today. The Herd Test was set up as a mass testing pro- 
gram but in the final use of production records the pro- 
duction of the individual cow must be considered. The 
herd average is a measure of progress but the records of 
the individual cow and her close relatives must be the 
basis for selecting individuals or families. 

True, the Herd Test is not so exact in some respects 
as the Advanced Registry test and with records of very 
high production, we feel a little safer when the test has 
been made under Advanced Registry rules. This perhaps 
is a matter for the individual breeder to decide as he 
sees fit. We must look at the quesiion from the broad 
viewpoint of the greatest good for the breed, and surely 
there can be no question when we think of it in that way. 
Every breeder who is really making an effort to improve 
his herd and the breed needs to test his entire herd on 
the year-after-year basis. There is no substitute for 
production figures in the sound breeding program and 
the Herd Test furnishes these figures for every cow in 
the herd every year—the ultimate in production in- 
formation. 

It is true that cows with Advanced Registry records 
sell for a higher average price than cows with Herd Test 
records, but this is not a measure of the public accept- 
ance of the two types of records. There are two primary 
reasons, in my opinion, for the higher average price of 
Advanced Registry cows: 1) The higher average pro- 
duction. This is to be expected where selected individuals 
are tested for a single lactation. 2) As a rule, the 
Advanced Registry herds are more widely advertised and 
are better known throughout the country. I doubt if the 
buyers give much consideration to the type of test—that 
is, whether it is Advanced Registry or Herd Test—but 
the size of the record and the reputation of the herd 
count heavily. 

You might gather from this discussion that I am in 
favor of scrapping the Advanced Registry test, but far 
from it. The great records of our cows under A. R. test 
have been invaluable in the development of the breed and 
in its wide acceptance and popularity throughout the 
country. These tests have demonstrated the tremendous 
producing capacity of the Black and White cow and the 
special safeguards of Advanced Registry supervision are 
necessary to substantiate such remarkable records. They 
have been so carefully authenticated that they stand un- 
questioned when with less careful supervision rumor and 
suspicion might hold sway. We need to continue the 
Advanced Registry test without lowering the standard 
by one single iota. 

Your reference to publication of D.H.I.A. records of 
purebred Holsteins brings to mind discussions of this 
proposal by our Board of Directors a number of years

Records and Prices 


| N our previous issue, we called attention on this page 
to an apparent anomaly in the comparison of Ho- 
stein and Guernsey auction sale prices. In every classi- 
fication of animals compiled, cows with AR records 
daughters of same, untested cows, heifers and bulls fror 
tested and untested dams, Holstein prices averaged high- 
er than Guernseys at auction. In some cases, the differ 
ence in favor of Holsteins ran up to as much as 32% 
(The previously mentioned percentage figures were in- 
correct, as we now learn that the Guernsey figures in- 
cluded as AR, all Herd Test records that exceeded Af 
entry requirements. (Our figures have now been aé- 
justed on this basis). Yet when the classes are all pv" 
together, the Guernsey averages exceed the Holstei: 
figures in each general category of cows, heifers até 
bulls, and the grand average of all Guernsey sales {¢ 
the year is 12%2% higher than our Holstein figure. 

We gave you a clue as to the answer to this 4) 
parent mathematical impossibility. It lies in the fat! 
that the Guernsey sales of 1943 (as they have ever! 
year for sometime) include a much higher percentag 
of animals in the higher averaging brackets, i. e., thos 
based upon AR records. Take the breakdown of th 
figures on cows over 2 years old. Our 614 cows Wi! 
AR and HT records sold for an average of $724.53. The 
797 Guernsey cows with AR records averaged $566." 
a difference in our favor of $157.69 or 27,8% . Howevé’ 
our group made up 10.7% of the total cows sold. Ti 
Guernsey AR group comprised 35% of their cow offer 
ings. 

Our non-AR group (having no official record ad 
official record dam) averaged $323.75 for 4623 hese 
The 785 Guernsey cows in this classification averas® 
$302.80. Our group comprised 80.3% of our cow offer- 
ings; the Guernsey representation in this lowest priced 
bracket was only 35%. In other words, the key to tb 
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price situation was that the cows with records or record 
jms in our breed comprised but 19.7% of the total; 
‘s the Guernsey breed, these classes made up 65% of 
their cow sales. 

similarly in heifers, our daughters of AR dams (in- 
ding HT) averaged $482.61 for 366 head, which made 
»y 19.5% of the number sold. The Guernseys corre- 
cpondingly averaged $452.83 for 507 head, which was 
just over 50% of their heifer sales. Our group of heifers 
om non-AR dams (80.5% of the whole number) aver- 
,zed $200, while the Guernsey heifers averaged $191.24, 
1 their representation in this group was a scant 50%. 

in the bull section, we did a little better, percentage- 
-jse; with just over 40% of our bulls being from AR 
- HT dams. They averaged $635.38. The Guernsey 
yils from AR dams averaged $479.87 (a difference of 
155.51 or 32%) but nearly 77% of their bulls were in 
‘his bracket. In the non-AR dam classification our bulls 
veraged $35.88 more but almost 60% of our bulls were 
neluded in it, as compared to only 23% for the Guern- 
sy sales list. We are presenting these figures in tabular 
form for easier reference, because we feel that they are 
9 significant that we want their full import, to be di- 
zested by every Holstein breeder. 

Of course, in all fairness to Holstein breeders, it 
should be explained that these computations classify 
DHIA records with the non-AR group, which we did in 
his arrangement of the figures in order to get a direct 
mparison with the published Guernsey analysis, and 
this is the procedure they follow. Perhaps a bigger 
ercentage of our Holstein breeders are working in cow 
testing associations.

They have a 
Herd Test, but definitely try to play down its competi- 
tive features by neither computing nor publicizing herd 
averages. But they do offer definite inducements to lib- 
eral use of the Advanced Register. They charge a fee 
ot $10 a cow where selected cows only are carried on 
‘est. The fee is only $2 a cow if all milking members 
of the herd, not previously entered, are included on test, 
under what they call Advanced Registry Herd Test. 
These, we understand, followed regular AR rules of 
supervision. While we had on December 1, 1943, 166 
breeders testing 1504 cows in AR and 596 more in Herd 
Test with 16438 cows (a pleasing growth but still a 
pitifully small percentage of the field), the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal reports that at year end, 1276 Guern- 
‘ey breeders are doing AR or Herd Test work with 10935 
‘ows. Last year, 5768 Guernsey cows completed AR 
records, nearly four times as many as we had. In pro- 
portion to registrations, we should have had more than 
‘wie as Many as they. This situation has clear reflec- 
‘on in the auction sale statistics.

Re-checking Deferments 

ELECTIVE Service has been instructed to go over the 

record of argicultural deferments to make sure that 
all are sufficiently productive to justify continuance. 
The point system is likely to be enforced more rigidly, 
with 16 war units to be considered as a minimum of in- 
dividual activity rather than as simply a general guide 
to expected activity in food production. Some 1,700,000 
agricultural deferments have been granted thus far of 
which approximately 400,000 are under 22 years of age. 

Similar tightening up is under way in war manu- 
facturing industries. Neither Agriculture nor Industry 
should protest too much against this policy. Perhaps a 
little more of the same would put the damper on some 
of these wildcat strikes. 


Curbing the Land Boom 
NCREASING concern is felt over symptoms now de- 
veloping in the,direction of another land boom. It is 
conceded by all that the previous boom contributed 
greatly to the sad state of agriculture following the 
other war. Farmers who had paid too much or gone into 
debt too deeply just could not make the grade under nor- 
mal operating conditions. We want no repetition of that 
situation this time. 

Senator Gillette of Iowa, which state was a big suf- 
ferer from the other land boom, has introduced a bill 
which should help to keep this situation under control 
by discouraging speculations in farm land. The Gillette 
bill would impose a 90% tax on profits from sale of 
land owned by the seller for less than two years. This 
stiff special capital-gains tax would decrease each year 
until at the end of six years it would run out. 

It is aimed frankly at land speculators, would have 
no effect on people already owning land which they de- 
sired to sell, nor on people buying a farm for a home or 
for operation. The USDA has stated its approval of 
this bill. It should also have the approval of agricul- 
ture.

ago. At that time——1934—-we were instructed to make 
i careful study of the question and report to the Board. 


The proposal then 


was to publish a third book, “The 
Green Book,” listing the D.H.I.A. records in the same 
form as in the sire lists of the Blue Book and the Red 


Book. We spent some time with Chief Reed and plans 
were made whereby we would place one or more clerks 
in the Washington office to type the full information for 
each record on cards furnished by our office, and these 
cards would be mailed to our office for filing and for use 


in publishing the Green Book. At the time, there were 
between 35,000 and 40,000 registered Holsteins on 
D.H.I.A. test and under the proposed program the rec- 


ords in all cases where identity was clear would have 
been published and made available to breeders and dairy- 
men. This plan would be very similar to the Canadian 
system, where the Canadian Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion obtains the completed test figures for Holstein cows 
trom the Ottawa office and assembles and arranges them 
tor the publication. 

There were two main objections, which finally caused 
the Board to reject the propozal. First, the implied ap- 
proval of records in which the Association had no part in 
supervision or checking for accuracy. Second, the cost 
of publication, as any charge against the owner of the 
cow for publication of her record would be difficult to 
collect and free publication would involve a large addi- 
tional expense on the Association. The survey showed 
that only a very few of the owners were willing to con- 
tribute their proportionate share of the cost and the 
project was abandoned. This mass of record information 


would have much greater vaiue if it could he made 
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available by publication, and it would be a great thing 
for the breed if the records could be kept in permanent 
form and published for use by dairymen and breeders 
throughout the country. 

In the years to come success of the dairyman will 
depend more than ever on efficiency and economy of 
production and will require him to follow a sound breed- 
ing program based on records of production. We need 
more production testing of all kinds and particularly of 
entire herds, tested year after year.

Losses incurred in the operation 


of farms us business enterprises are 
deductible from gross income. If 
farm products are held for favorable 
markets, no deduction on account of 
shrinkage in weight or physical 
value, or by reason of deterioration 
in storage is allowed, except as such 


shrinkage may be reflected in an 
inventory if used in determining 
profits. 

The destruction by frost, storm, 


flood, or fire of a prospective crop is 
not a deductible loss in computing 
income since it represents the loss of 
anticipated profits which have never 
been reported as income. Likewise, 
a farmer engaged in raising and sell- 
ing livestock, such as cattle, sheep, 
and hogs, is not entitled to claim as 
a loss the value of animals that per- 
ish from among those animals that 


were raised on the farm, except as

if used. If livestOck has been pur- 
chased for any purpose, and after- 
ward dies from disease, exposure, or 
injury, or is killed by order of the 
authorities of a State or the United 
States, the actual purchase price of 
such livestock, less and depreciation 
allowable as a deduction in respect 
of such perished livestock, may be 
deducted as a loss if the loss is not 
compensated for by insurance or 
otherwise. The actual cost of prop- 
erty (with proper adjustments for 
depreciation) which is destroyed by 
order of State or Federal authorities 
may likewise be claimed as a loss. 


If reimbursement is made by a 
state or the United States in whole 
or in part on account of stock killed 
or other property destroyed for 
which a loss was claimed in a prior 
year, the amount received is required 
to be reported as income for the year 
in which reimbursement is made. 
The cost of any feed, pasture, or care 
which has deducted as an expense of 
operation must not be included as 
part of the cost of the stock for the 
purpose of ascertaining the amount 
of a deductible loss. 

If gross income is ascertained by 
the use of inventories, no deduction 
can be taken separately for livestock 
or products lost during the year, 
whether purchased for resale or 
produced on the farm, as such losses 
will be reflected in the inventory by 
reducing the amount of livestock or 
products on hand at the close of the 
year, which has the effect 
ing gross income from 
the amount of the loss.

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INDIANA ANNUAL MEETING 

The annual meeting of the Indiana 
Holstein-Friesian Association was 
held on January 13, 1944 in Smith 
Hall, Purdue University, Lafayette, 
Ind., with near 100 breeders from 
various parts of the state present.

An Open Letter to Secretary Wickard 


Dear Mr. Wickard: 

Someone should set the adminis- 
tration straight on the subject of 
milk production. Each month milk 
will get scarcer and scarcer in com- 
parison with the amount of milk 
produced in the same month a year 
previously. Cows are necessary to 
the production of milk. With less 
cows nationally, there will be less 
milk produced regardless of the 
amount of grain the remaining cows 
are fed and the care they are given. 

It takes upwards to three years 
to raise a milk producing cow. Gay- 
ernment figures indicated the farmer 
gets only 89% of his costs of pro- 
duction from his milk or milk prod- 
ucts. Farmers can’t afford to carry 
heifer calves. Until this situation 
is recognized and corrected, milk 
production will continue to decline 
until there is insufficient milk to 


satisfy fluid milk requirements to ' 


say nothing of milk products nor the 
availability of dairy products to be 
shipped abroad. 

Yet this problem is 
solution. 

Givéthe farmer a net of two cents 
more per quart now, in order for 
him to break even, balance his bud- 
get, and raise his heifer calves. If 
other costs continue upward, how- 
ever, that advance must remain pro- 
portionate and timely. Put that in 
a legislative guarantee for a mini- 
mum of three years, and U. S. farm- 
ers will feed the world. 

With the advent of a net two-cent 
per quart increase on a guaranteed 
three-year basis, farmers would: 


simple in 


Retain their present farms and 
remain on them rather than 
abandon them for war jobs. 
Rent or purchase’ additional 
neighboring idle land for more 
crop production. Some city work- 
ers might even return to their 
abandoned lands. 

Reshingle and repair their build- 
ings, so badly in need thereof. 
Buildings are just as necessary 
to a farmer as a factory to in- 
dustry. 

Purchase replacement machinery 
where available, or more prop- 
erly repair and overhaul the old. 
Seeds and fertilizers would be 
within their means to do a bet- 
ter job of crop rotation and 
more intensively farm their 
lands. 

Improve pastures — something 
which most farmers have too 
long overlooked, but which, if 
attended to, would greatly offset 
the July and August decline in 
milk production.

or have completed good records 
themselves. For instance, the only 
enimal that was All-Canadian in 
both 1942 and 1943, the aged cow 
Glen Valley Pietje Beauty, has just 
completed a record of 23,617 Ibs. 
milk with 857 Ibs. fat. 

At the first meeting of the Ex- 
tension Service Committee in 1943, 
Mr. C. D. Graham was asked to take 
over the task of Director of Ex- 
tension for all Canada. This work 
Mr. Graham undertook with de- 
termination and energy. He pro- 
ceeded to revise the program for 
Ontario and visit the other Prov- 
inces to discover the type of field 
work that should be practised in the 
sparsely settled districts. Before 
the year was out, the Ontario Min- 
ister of Agriculture was reorganiz- 
ing his Department and called upon 
Mr. Graham to take over the very 
important position of Director 
of the Agricultural Representatives 
Branch for the Province of Ontario. 
Mr. Graham accepted the position, 
and we regret losing him. The Agri- 
cultural Representative Service has 
always been our great ally in the 
promotion of Calf Clubs, better feed- 
ing and breeding programs, and with 
the leadership which Mr. Graham is 
capable of supplying, we look to even 
greater benefits from this co-opera- 
tive effort in future. 

We were fortunate to secure Mr. 
A. V. Langton to replace Mr. Gra- 
ham as Director of Extension. Mr. 
Langton has several successful years 
cf Agricultural Representative work 
to his credit and almost 3 years of 
field work covering 11 counties in 
Eastern Ontario. Experience thus 
gained fits him exceptionally well 
for the work in the larger field.

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The Dairy Situation 


Summary Jan. 4, 1944 


Milk production in 1943 was 
about 118 billion pounds, although 
during the last quarter of the year 
the level of production was equiva- 
lent to an annual basis of only 115 
billion pounds. To reach the 121- 
billion-pound goal for 1944 there 
will be required increased cow num- 
bers, diversion of feed from other 
livestock to dairy cows, and maxi- 
mum production of pasture and feed 
crops for the latter part of the year. 
If present trends continue, total milk 
production will be about 116 billion 
pounds in 1944. Supplies of feed are 
not sufficient for maximum produc- 
tion from all the livestock now on 
farms. Ratios of livestock prices and 
feed prices are uniformly favorable 
to feeding any kind of livestock. If 
this relationship continues, it is un- 
likely that enough feed will go to 
dairy cows for production to exceed 
116 billion pounds of milk. 


The quantity of milk available for 
manufactured dairy products may be 
about 1 per cent smaller than the 
amount so used in 1943. The ex- 
pected decline in total milk produc- 
tion will be only partly offset by de- 
creased utilization of milk as fluid 
cream and decreased farm use. In- 
creases in the production of Ameri- 
can Cheddar’ cheese, evaporated 
milk, and dried whole milk prob- 
ably will not offset lower butter 
production. Civilian supplies of 
manufactured dairy products will be 
smaller than in 1943 as a result of 
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increased requirements for mili- 
tary and rehabilitation purposes. 

Farm income from marketings of 
whole milk is likely to be larger in 
1944 than in 1943. The average 
price will be about the same as at 
the close of 1943 while diversion of 
milk from sale as farm-separated 
cream to sale as whole milk for 
manufacturing will increase’ the 
volume of whole milk marketings. 
Sales of, and income from, farm- 
separated cream probably will be 
smaller than in 1943. The feed pay- 
ment program has been continued 
through January with rate increases 
in the North Central States, the 
West, and the Southwest. Payments 
average about 3 cents more per 
hundredweight of milk sold in the 
United States and 1 cent more per 
pound of butterfat than under 
previous rates.

2. Have everything in readiness — avoid unnecessary noise, confusion or distraction of 
any kind in barn at milking time. Study your milking routine to eliminate every unneces- 
sary move. 

3. Preparation of the cow — Thoroughly wipe udder of each cow, just before her turn 
to be milked, with a clean cloth which has been immersed in warm water (130° F.) con- 
taining 250 p.p.m. of available chlorine. Follow immediately with Step 4. 

4. Use of the Strip Cup — Next, using full hand squeeze, draw a few streams of milk 
from each quarter into strip cup. Inspect for abnormal milk; if present, milk cow last. 
(Steps 3 and 4 induce rapid let-down of the milk.) 

5. Apply teat-cups immediately after using Strip Cup. Hold and apply ‘teat-cups prop- 
erly so that no vacuum is lost and least amount of air is admitted. a 

6. Teat-cups should be removed from cow at end of 3 to 4 mintites. Hand stripping 
should be employed chiefly for purposes of inspection, and should consist of only a few 
full hand squeezes from each quarter. Do not prolong hand stripping. Machine stripping 
can be done just before removing teat-cups by massaging each quartet’ briefly.
